MICHIGAN. 

THE DEMOCRATS SELL OUT TO A FEW 
GREENBACKERS-—BEGOLE NOMINATED. 
Special Dievatch to The Ohicago Trivune. 
Jackson, Mich., Aug. Z. -The Democratic 
State Convention assembled bere today. It was 
not fully attended, over delegates not put- 
ing in an appesrance. The managers waited 
until noon before calling the delegations to or- 
dsr. A platform was agreed to. It arruigus the 
Republicans, fayors free tfade, denounces ex- 
travagande, and inveighs against political as- 
sessments. Then they proposed to the Green- 
baek Convention at Grand Rapids to make a 
union ticket, submitting tWo propositions—to 
give them the first baif of the ticket, or divide 
up. This was dispatched at5 u’clock, when the 
convention took a recess. his recess was con- 
tinued in tue hope of hearing from Grand Rapids. 
The delegutes took supper, and waited about 
the hotels and sidewalks until 9 o’cloek, when it 
was rumored the Greenbackers had responded. 


The convention reasseaibied, and some private 
telegrams were received stating the green allies 
would codéperate, and cheers greeted this au- 
uwouncement. Fora time they waited for more 
pews, and orators were called to take up time, 
and the furrvace-like hall is now echoing to 
speeches. At half-past lo the sweltering dele- 
gutes were wearily walt for tidings. Many 
were getting provoked at the delay. 

The convention completed its ticket at 11:50 
p.m. The nominations were by acclamation, as 
follows: Lieutenant-Governor, Bugene Pringie, 
of Jackson; Secretary of State, William Shake- 
speare, of Kalamazoo; State Treasurer, Edward 

anter, of Wayne: Auditor-General, James 
Biair, of Kent; Attorney-General, Timothy E. 
Tarsney, of Saginaw. 

Derrortr, Mich., Aug. 23.—Intelligence is re- 
ceivec here from Jackson that after debate in 
the Democratic State Convention, lasting neariy 
the entire afternoon. the proposition for fusion 
with the Greenbackers wus carried by a large 
majority. By this proposition the State ticket 
will divid between the two parties 
as follows: The Greenbackers have the Gov- 
ernor, Commissioner of the Land-Office, Super- 
inteudent of Public lustryetion, and Member of 
the Board of Education. The Democrats have 
the Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary of State, 
State ‘Treasurer, and Auditor-General. The 
opposition foumht vigorously to secure a Demo- 
cratic head of the ticket, buf it wus understood 
this would not be acceptable to the Greenback- 
ers. The news from Grand Rapids is to the et- 
fect that this proposal was accepted by the con- 
vention in session there, and that the Hon. J. 
W. Begole, of Fiint, ex-member of Congress, 
Was nominated for Governor. 

JACKSON, Mich., Aug. 23.—The Democratic 
State Convention assembled in this city today 
with fulldelegations from every district. The 
‘folowing plartorm was unanimously adopted: 

The Democrats of Michigan, in convention 
assembied, recognizing the people as the source 
of political power and the Constitution as the 
ae emcee law of the land, do solemnly de- 
clare: 

I. That home} rule is the essence of free gov- 
ernment; that the line bounding State and Na- 
tional authority is clearly detined, and needs 
only to be strictly followed to conserve the 
broadest liberty to the people. 

2. Earnestly believing that a real civil-service 
reform is needed to purify every department of 
our Federal Government, we therefore demand 
as an initial but important step io this direction 
an amendment to the Federal Constituuon 
which will give to the people of the several 
2 and quch other postal districts as 
may authorized by law the right to elect 
Postmasters. We also demand that Federal 
subordinate officers shall not be appointed or 
removed because of political belief, nor ap- 
pointed until their ability and merit have been 
proven by open public examination and compe- 
tition, and that political assessment or forced 
contributions frum pubiic others shoula be 
made telony by law. 

3. We are unalterably opposed to the unjust, 
unequal, and iniquitious system of taxation 
called a protective tariff, which oppresses the 
farmer and iaborer, destroys our merchant 
marine, breeds and euriches mouopolies, and 
im poverishes the r. The traditionai policy 
and principles of the Democratic party are on 
the side of complete commercial freedom, and 
we demand ithmediate and aggressive revenue 
reform in the direction of free trade, subject to 
a tariff only sufficient to raise the necessary 
revenue for Guvernmenat expenditures eco- 
nomically administered. 

4. That the right of Congress to make appro- 
pria tons for the improvement of rivers and 
harbors should be restricted to such as are of 
National importance; the people of Michi- 
gan cannot be bribed with a share ot the theft 
ty sanction the waste of $80,000,000 in two years, 


and we deaounce without distinction of party 
niquiteus.

River and Harbor vill. 

5. That the letting of the printing of the au- 
nual taxWales to party favorits, without coms 
petitive bidding, and the keeping in the 
State Treasury of trom $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 of 
State funds for the benetit.of partisan oftice- 
bolaers while people are heavily taxed, are de- 
moralizing to the pubiic service ana demand 
immediate reform. We cordially invite the 
voters of Michigan, without regard to previous 
party affiliations, to join us in our earnest effort 
to correct these abuses by withdrawing tne ad- 
ministration of State affairs from those who 
have been already too long in power, and con- 
tining it to those who come freshly from the 
people, untrammeled by the tyranny of political 
rings and of party machinery. 

THE GREENBACK END OF THE STRING. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicaoo Tribune. 

GRAND KAPIDS, Mich., Aug. 23.—The Green- 
backers of Michigan held their State Convention 
here today. About 450 delegates were said to be 
protec in person or by proxy, though some 
arge delegations hud but one or two rea! dele- 
gates present. W. D. Fulier, of Newaygo, was made 
temporary Chairman, and H. W. Fuirbank, of 
Genesee, and D. W ull, of Calhoun, were 
temporary Secretaries. Later the Hou. Thomas 
R. Sherwood, of Kalamazoo, became permanent 
Chairman. The convention nominated the Hon. 
J. W. Bewole, of Flint. as its candidate fur Gov- 
ernor without division almost. The only other 
candidate mentioned, Gen. W. P. Innes, of this 
city, refused the nomination. 

The convention received a telegraphic propo- 
sition from the Democratic State Convention at 
Jackson, offering to divide the offices to be nom- 
inated as follows: Governor, Commissioner of 
the State Land Office, Superintendent of Public 
and member of the State 
of Education in oue r- 
tion; Lieutenant- Governor. Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Treasurer, Auditor-General. and Sec- 
retary of State in the other, and to give the 
Greenbackers their choice as to which part of 
the ticket they would make, to take the other 

art, indorse the part mude by the Green- 

ackers, and, each working en its owa 
platform, work for the union ticket. 
A very long and beated discussion, which lasted 
all the afternoon and into the evening, was nau 
upon a motion to accept the proposition and 
choose the portion of the ticket beaded by tbe 
Governorshiv. The vote on the motion was 
finally taken, and resulted 251 in favor of 
fusion and 10 against. The opponents of fu- 
sions were in terrible earnest. and proved it— 
ever 100 of thew—by withdrawing and siarting, 
as they declared, to maké a regular Greenback 
ticket. The balance of the convention went on 
with its work, making the part of the 
ticket permitted to it, its nominees being John 
F. Vandeventer, of St. Joseph County, for Com- 
missioner of the State Land Office; David Pur- 
sons, of Wayne, for Superintendent of Public 
Instruction; and Clark DB. Hall, of Barry, for 
member of the Statc Board of Educa- 
tion. W. D. Fuller. of Newaygo, was made 
Chairman of the State Central Committee. The 
convention sent congratulations to Gov. H. M. 
Piaisted, of Maine, and tings, thanked Gen. 
luoes, the receat Chairman of the State Central 
Cummittee, for bis services, then

Boston, Aug. 23.~The Democratic State Cen- 
trai Committee took the bull by the borns today 
and voted to have the State Convention at Tre- 
mont Temple on Tuesday, Sept. 19.

It looks very much as it 
“Uncle Benjamin“ were going to run any way, 
and as if be bad decided that it would be better 
to start in strong on his Own account than 
to be charged afterward with the weak- 
ness and cowardice of waiting to see 
whether the Republican nominee would prob- 
ably be easy to beat. Of course no one is au- 
thorized to say publicly from Butler that he will 
be a candidate, yet the atmosphere of Parker's 
was decidedly Butierish, and it is the evident 
expectation of the Democrats that de will be 
their standard bearer in the coming campaign. 
There is a hopeful feeling in the Democratic 
breast just now, and to show the unity in the 
runks. Judge Abbott, an old line reguiar, 
and at one time a bitter bater ot Butier, 
was chosen to preside at the conven- 
tion, and Albert Paimer, a re de 
Republican, who cast in bis lot with Butler four 
or tive years ago. was made Chairman of 
Committee on Resolutions. It was decided to 
give a bearing on a woman-suffrage petition the 
day before the convenwueono, and it is now t 
robable that favorable action will follow. 
ut, as the Advertiser will say tomorrow, the 
application of the woman-suffragists for a bear- 
mg is of course in no sense a movement in the 
interest of Gen. Butler. But that agile poli- 
tician is capable of attempting to turn it to ac- 
count in bis favor. He bas been the candidate 
of horny -handed labor, of radical prouibidon, 
and of unlimited greenbacks. Why should he 
not finish bis grotesque career by mak 1 
canvasson the woman suffrage platform? It 
will not follow because the intermittent candi- 
date thinks be bas a chance and takes the nom-. 
ination that there is the least prospect that he 
will be elected. He bas thought so before, and 
has even hired a railroad train and cannon to 
make a grand artillery progress from Lowell to 
Boston in celebration of a victory which was 
not avhieved.

Association for the Advancement of 


Science.

MONTREAL, Aug. 23.—The American Associa- 
tion of Science opened its auuual congress here 
this morning, the attendance of delegates from 
all parts of the United States and Canada being 
very numerous. Prof. Brush opened the pro- 
ceedings by introducing the President-elect, Dr. 
Dawson, of Montreal. The Episcopal Bishop 
asked a blessmg upon their labors, and Dr. 
Sterry Hunt weicomed the association in the 
name of the local committee. He gave a ré- 
sumé of the history of the association from 1545, 
when in Philadelphia it took the name of the 
American Aasociation for the Advancement 
of Science. The Mayor, on behalf of the citi- 
zens, extended a bearty welcome to the dele- 
gates. Dr. Dawson welcomed the members on 
behalf of Quebec, and referred to the interest 
felt all over the Dominion in the congress. He 
concluded by reading a ietter from the Gov- 
ernor-Geuerul regretting his absence from the 
meeting.

A MORMON BEDLAM. 


Testimony of an Australian Traveler— 
Morrible Outrages under the Shield 
ot Law. 

SauT LAKE, Utah, Aug. 23.—This morning the 
Hon. G. A. Tucker, an KEuglisu gentleman from 
New South Wales, with letters of introduction 
to Governors of States and Territories asking 
permission to visit insane asylums and jaiis, 
publishes a letter in the 7riljune, giving a do- 
scription of his visit to the Utah Insane Asylum, 
located three m.ies east of Sait Lake City. Yes- 
terday, accompanied by United States Marshal 
Ireland and Mr. Neal of Louisville, Ky., father- 
in-law of Gov. Murray, Mr. Tucker visited 
this asylum, which is under the charge of Dr. 
Seymour B. Young, nephew of Brigdbam Young, 
and three Mormon Commissioners. Mr. Tucker 
says he found twenty-one patienta, nine females 
and twelve males, in the most filthy condition 
imaginable. Some were in tron cages outside 
the main building. while others were in irons, 
bound hand and foot. Of these patients two 
were perfectly sane and have no idea why they 
are confined. One of these sane persons is a 
man by the name of Sherman, who bas been 
contined for ten years. He was robbed of his 
wife by a Mormon polygamist, and has been con- 
fined iu this place ever since. He appears to be 
agefitieman who bas seen better days and is 
from the East. This man isin one of the cages 
in the yard which he bas fixed up in a tasty 
manner with crude tools of his own make. A 
daughter ot John Taylor was formerly confined 
in this asylum, but she bas been removed to a 
private bouse in the city. Her insanity was 
caused by her father endeavoring to force ber 
into polygamy. The inmates of the institution 
are punished with a club and strap. The club is 
for men, the strap for women. Mr. Tucker 
closes by saying: “I bave during the last four 
months visited four asylums in New South 
Wales, three in Victoria, two in Adelaide, two in 
Tasmania, three in New Zealand. one in Hono- 
lulu, three in California, one in Nevada, and one 
in Utah, and in no instance have I seen sights so 
horrible as those of today.

He was the peer in honesty and 
integrity of any man with whom he bad asso- 
ciated in the broad balls of his country’s Legis- 
lutte. And now,” concluded McsSweeny, I 
cust his littie bark, freighted — 
all he loves, upon the waves 
his testimony, guided by the juror’s oath. 1 
Know that it will reach the shore and be for- 
ever anchored from the storm. I know that, in- 
spired by your verdict, he will look on this 
persecution as on a biack cloud that bas passed 
away. | believe that drooping flower that bangs 
by bis side will, when your inspiriting verdict of 
‘Not Guilty’ comes in, lift der face to 
heaven again, and that she, too, will thank the 
cloud when it bas passed away.

A Discussion Between Two Missourians

Ihe book was pro- 
duced and Tooie found his error. He wanted 
his watch. Donnelly would not give it to hem. 
Hard words and threats followed, and the only 
witness preseut—a brother of .the wounded 
man—esays Tovle placed his band on his revolver 
and said: “Give me my watch or I'll kill you.“ 
Donnelly started for a pistol a few feet away 
from bim, when Toole fired, the first shot taking 
effect in the left cheek near the nose and eye. 
Donnelly reached for his revolver, and as he fell 
fired once, missing his man. Toole fired a sec- 
ond time, the wound being a mere flesh wound 
on the body. In a moment Donnelly became 
unconscious. Toole was arrested and jailed. 
Physicians say the wounded man cannot live 
until midnight. He is a good, steady, and re- 
spectable merchant, and leaves a wife and three 
children in very ordinary circumstances. He is 
about . Toole is about 22, a rather wild boy. 
and some say not of sound mind. Both are of 
very respectable families. The affair bas created 
a wild sensation, and much talk is occasioned 

over the sad and melancholy affair.

Albert Lea—Grain is all cut in this county, 
and stacking is rapidly going on. There is not 
much change from my last report, except that 
chincb-bugs made havoc in some iocalities. 
The first load of this year’s wheat marketed in 
this city was brought in yesterday, and was of the 
Fife variety. It graded No. 1, and brought $1 
per bushel. 

Red Wing— Wheat in Pierce County, Wisconsin, 
is better than usual. Many farmers count on 
a yield of over thirty bushels peracre.

Review of Yesterday’s Markets. 

The murkets wer@a little more active yester- 
day, especially in grain, and the feeling was 
stronger all around.

meut sprang up whico widened the premium of 
spot over September fully six cents a busbel, 
though next month was also firmer ia sympathy. 
The bigher prices extended to spring wucat us 
woll as to winter. Exporters stated that they 
had several orders in band, both fur wueat and 
our, and that they knew of lke orders being 
beld by parties ou the seabourd. New York 
Was strung in consequence, and that heiped to 
streugthen futures ber, thvugh the local crowd 

WAS EVIDENTLY BEARISH, 
and disposed to put prices down in the absence 
of ouside orders for trading. 

The corn market aiso showed unexpected 
strength. Casd corn advanced about two cents 
a bDusvel while futures barely rose half a cent 
for very much the same reason as future wheat 
did. There wus a fair shipping demand, with 
somewhat smalier receipts, and sume of 
the August shorts seemed to take 
the alarm, as they tilled in very 
treely.

BLOODY WORK. 


A Man Shot Near Port Washington, 
Wis., and Two Stabbing Affrays in 
Milwaukee,

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 23.—Tne continuation 
of the heated term lu Milwaukee is attended by 
a continuation of the unusual list of crimes to 
which reference bas been made in these dis- 
patches.

She Is Ruining the Retail Butchers of 
Baltimore by Selling Beef at Half 
Their Prices.

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 23.—The butchkers of 

Baltimore, to the number of about 200, held a 

meeting tonight to devise meaus to drive the 

Chicago frozen beef out of the Baltimore mar-

ing the Chicago beef, thus assisting to ruin the 
business in Baltimore. It was stated that at 
least A0 beeves weekly were brougbtto Balti- 
more from Chicago in refrigerator cars, and dis- 
posed of atthe rate of 16 cents per pound for 
porterbouse steaks, against 25 and 3) cents for 
the same cut of Baltimore-killed beef.

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Another Star-Chamber Session of the 
Passenger Agents’ Executive 
Committee. 


A War Preferable to the Conclusions 
Arrived At by Commission- 
er Fink.

Dissatisfaction of Some of the Western 
Roads at the Action of Mr. Fink—An-« 
other Passenger War Probable.

New York, Aug. 23.—The star-chamber pro- 
ceedings of the Joint Executive Committee of 
Passenger Agents were continued today at the 
omce of Pool-Commissioner Fink. The session 
lusted trom 10 a. m. till 6 p. m., and was a very 
lively one, there being a heated discussion over 
the attempt to adjust the differential rates and 
allotment of percentages to the Western roads 
connecting with the four great trunk lines to 
Chicago and St. Louis.

Commissioner’ s{approach ht the close of jthe 
meeting, they learned that, with his staff, he had 
ned trum the building. It was discovered, bhow- 
ever, that in the meeting things did not pro- 
gress satisfactorily in regard to the settlement 
ot Chicago and St. Louis rutes. In fact, the feel- 
ing developed promises to be eutireiy antago- 
pistic to Pool Commissioner Fink’s advice, und 
to resuitin the breaking of rates as they now 
exist. and of the entire pvoling urrangement. 
The result would be eminently satisfactory to 
the traveling public, as it promises a revewai of 
the pussenger-rate war Of last year. The 
avandoumweut of the existing arrangement will 
be equally satisfactory lo Several of the roads 
now members of twe poo! who desire a larger 
percentage thun Pool Commissioner Fink sees 
ut to allot to them. Representatives of several 
ot the Western roads are Conudent that there is 
more money for them in war tuau in ue exist- 
ug arrungemeut aod proposed division of earn- 
tugs ou any basis thut Pool Coro missioner Fink 
bus yet been able to evoive.

Successiul Experimentto Propel Street- 
Cars by Electricity. 

A special dispatch from Pittsburg to the Phil- 
adelphia Press says: 

An invention which it is claimed will revolu- 
tionize the street-railway travel was successfully 
tested in the yard of the Union Passenger Kail- 
way Company in this city yesterday. It con- 
sists of an electric motor designed to propel 
street-cars, which bas been recently patented 
by Dr. J. R. Finney, of this city. A car weigh- 
ing six tons was used in the experiment. The 
electro motor was suspended below the level of 
the floor by a truss attachment to the truck. 
The only machinery in addition to the simple 
dynamo machine, rated at one and a half horse 
power, was a series of gear-wheels by which the 
car-wheel was made to revolve once 
in thirty revolutions of § the motor, 
which propelled the car at the rate 
of ten miles an hour. The electricity is pro- 
duced by a dynamo-electrical machine, located 
at uu point, apd is conveyed on a wire sus- 
pended a sbort distance above the car on brack- 
ets attached to arms extending from posts set 
at the side of the track. The current is led from 
this conductor to the motor by a contact trav- 
eler vonsisting of a grooved pulley held loosely 
on the conauctor by another pulley on the other 
side. The current is grounded tbrough the 
wheels and rails, the latter having a continuous 
connection in oruer to make a more perfect 
ground, The traveier is drawn along the wire 
conductor by the car, and the pulleys are so ad- 
justed chat they pass over the brackets without 
breaking de contuct, furnisbing a cunstaot aud 
steady supply of clectric power to the machine 
which it trunsfers into motion, just as the old- 
fasbioved mili wheel converts the weight of water 
into motion and transmits through the proper 
geariug to the burrs, which in turn convert 
wheat and corn into flour and meal. The entire 
machine could we placed in a medium-sized 
shoc-box, and does not exceed 300 pounds in 
weight. Even this weight may be greatly ro- 
duced, as the gearing is aii unoecessarily heavy. 
The person in charge of the car can increase tue 
power at will, even concentrating it all on a 
single motor if necessary. The current reversed 
will serve as a brake in going down grades, and 
in this respect will be more effective than any 
other ever used. 

In additiou to propelling the cars by electricity 
Dr. Finuey has designed electric lamps for licht- 
ing them, the power to be taken from the sawe 
conauctor. A company with large capital bas 
been organized to pusu the invention, and it will 
likely be adopted ia the Union Line before long.

MORE PROHIBITION NONSENSE. 

It is difficult to speak with patience or re 
spect of a body which is capable of adopting, 
as the National Prohibition Alliance in ses- 
sion in this city did yesterday, the two fol- 
lowing resolutions: 


Resolved, That a license to iniquity or 4 tax on 
vice is opposed to every principle of morality, 
and that the license of the State to the liquor 
traffic und the tax of the Nauonal Government 
upon it must be antagonized if we would pre- 
serve the Republic. ; 

Resolved, Tnat Pronibitionists cannot consist- 
entiy vote in any State for me nominees ot avy 
party whose National and State platforms do 
not unite to condemn the tax or license system. 


It is wholly misleading to assume, as the 
Prohibitionists do at the outset, that the Gov- 
ernment tax on distilled spirits is “ a tax on 
a vice.” Distilled spirits are not a vice. 
The immoderate use of them isa vice. But 
itis not the use of them that is taxed. Itis 
the manufacture and sale of them that the 
Government derives its revenue frou. A 
large quantity of the spirits that are taxed 
are used in the arts. Do the Prohibitionists 
mean te say that the use of spirits in the arts 
or in medicine is a vice“? 

Nor is it true that the licensing of places in 
which liquors may be sold is “ a license to in- 
iguity.” It is not an imaquity to sell wine or 
beer, or Whisky or brandy, or any other stim- 
ulant for propef purposes. The fact that 
they may be used for proper purposes is rec- 
ognized even by the Prohibitionists in 
Maine, where there is one licensed liquor- 
agent in each township of the State, or more 
in numbers than all the dramsellers in West 
Virginia, which has almost as large a popu- 
lation as Maine and no prohibitory law. 

The General Government derived an in- 
come of $69,873,408 from the internal-revenue 
tax on distilled spirits in the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1882. In the preceding fiscal year— 
the last for which we have accurate figures— 
it derived afurther revenue of $6,471,642 from 
inported spirits and wines. Here are 875. 
000, c which the Prohibitionists propose to 
take from the Government and give to the 
ligquor-dealers. But this is not all. Thou- 
sands of municipalities have a considerable 
revenue from license fees. ‘The City of Chi- 
cago last year had an income of $150,000 from 
this source, though the license fee is put 
at the absourdly low figure of $52 per 
annum. itis probable that the aggregate of 
ail the fees from licenses received by munic- 
ipalities throughout the United States is 
not less than 310,000,000, The total revenues 
from special taxes on spirits, beer, and 
liguor-dealers amount in round numbers to 
$85,000,000. The principle which would for- 
bid the levying of these taxes would equally 
prohibit the assessing and taxing of distil- 
leries, breweries, or places used for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors. It would give the 
liguor-dealers an exemption which no other 
class of citizens enjoy. This part of the 
Prohibitionist program will be heartily ap- 
proved by the manufacturers and dealers in 
ligaors without distinction of party. 

The experience of Ohio oughtto admonish 
the Prohibitionists that there are two sides 
to this question. In 1851 whe the present 
Constituuon of Ohio was adopted the fol- 
lowing amendment was submitted separate- 
ly and agreed to: 

No license to traffic in intoxicating liquors 
shuil hereafter be granted in this State, but the 
General Assembly may by law provide against 
evils resulting therefrom. 

This provision has been a part of the Con- 
stitution of Ohio ever since. No licenses have 
been granted, and the Supreme Court has de- 
clured a law taxing saloons unconstitutional. 
Yet there are in Ohio, according to the last 
report of the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, 14,356 retail liquor-dealers. There are 
in Illinois. where a license law prevails, but 
11,524 retail dealers, or 2,812 fewer than in 
Ohio. The difference in the population of 
the two States is barely 100,000. The abso- 
lute and wretched failure of the no-license 
policy is so generally recognized by temper- 
ance men in Ohio that they are now endeav- 
oring to secure an Amendment of the Cunsti- 
tution, so that a high-license law may be en- 
acted. This is distinctively a temperance 
movement, and it has met with very little or 
no opposition even among the Prohivition- 
ists. 

The idea of prohibition of course ex- 
cludes that of a license law, and when a pro- 
hibition amendment is adopted license must 
cease. But pending the agitation for and 
against prohibition, it ought to be the wish 
of ail good citizens to see the liquor interests 
bear a share of the public burdens propor- 
tionate to their ability to do so and their di- 
rect influence in promoting crime. Why 
should the tax be taken off whisky before it 
is removed from clothing? A tax is not an 
indulgence. The whisky men do not crave 
the privilege of being taxed. They now.have 
to pay from 300 to 400 per cent on the first 
cost of their product. It the tax should be 
abolished they would pocket a large part of 
the difference. ‘The fanatical Prohibitionists 
who are opposed to taxing or licensing the 
manufacture or sale of spirits or beer will 
find no class of citizens who will so cordially 
agree with them as those who now pay the 
taxes. | 


DORSEY’S INCRIMINATING LETTERS. 

Stephen W. Dorsey is likely to attain fame 
as a complete letter-writer. One of the star- 
route organs in Washington is now engaged 
in the pleasing task of printing his insvleut 
letters to Garfield in installments. ‘These 
letters are so coarse, truculent, and offensive 
in tone that we were at first disposed to 
doubt their genuineness, and would be so 
still if there were not excellent authority for 
saying that they were written and sent and 
were received by Gen. Garfield. If the let- 
ters have any value nowit is to show how 
long and patiently Gen. Gartield bore 
with the affronts of the New York 
spoils syndicate before he resolved finally to 
break with mem. He did everything he 
could short of surrendering his honor and 
self-respect to keep the peace with them. 
But they would have no relations with him 
unless at the price of his implicit obedience 
to their orders, They thought they saw a 
greater advantage in quarreling with him 
than in dividing the honors and responsibil- 
ities of the Government with the Blaine 
wing of the party. 

Dorsey’s letters to Garfield are not so inter- 
esting, however, as his letters to the Post- 
master at Fort Smith, Col. J. II. Clendenning. 
The latter correspondence, it is almost un- 
necessary to state, has not been printed in 
| any of the star-route organs. No eagerness 


to get it has been manifested by any of 
Dorsey’s friends or attorneys. The Fort 
Smith letters were ruled out of court because 
the offense committed in them was barred by 
the statute of limitations. No other objec- 
tion to them was or could be made by the 
defendant or his counsel. Their genuineness 
is admitted. They are in Dorsey’s own 
handwriting, and are dated from the United 
States Senate Chamber when he was a mem- 
ber of that body. 

In the first letter Dorsey notified Col. Clen- 
denning, then Postmaster at Fort Smith, 
that a package of contractors’ bonds had 
been forwarded to him for his sign@ure to 
the Postmaster's certificate. The law re- 
quires the proposals of mail-contractors to 
be aecumpanied by * the bond of the bidder, 
with sureties approved by a Postmaster.” 
The Postmaster is required to certify that 
“after the evercise of due diligence to in- 
form himself of the pecuniary ability and 
responsibility of the principal and his sure- 
ties“ he is satistied that the sureties are sut- 
ficient, and he is further req uired to certify 
that the bonds and sureties were signed be- 
fore his own signature was attached. 
Dorsey sent a large package of bonds 
to the Postmaster at Fort Smith to be 
signed in blank. This would be, as 
Dorsey well knew, a criminal act 
and would make the Postmaster liable to a 
fine of $1,000, or imprisonment for one year, 
or both. Dorsey’s knowledge of the charac- 
ter of these transactions clearly appears 
from his letters, in one of which he says: 
„Have it done; but under no possible cir- 
cumstances allow any one to know from 
whom they come.” Why was this strict in- 
junction of secrecy unless Dorsey knew that 
his act as well as that which he sought to 
have done was criminal? As Mr. Ker, one 
of the ¢ounsel in the star-route cases, well 
says: Any lawyer will tell you that if Dor- 
sey had been prosecuted for the offense 
which these letters show he Was guilty of 
there would have been littie hope of his 
escape from prison.” 

Up to this time the publication of the Dor- 
sey letters, both those addressed to the Pres- 
ident-efect and those sent to the Postmaster at 
Fort Smith, have hurt nobody but the person 
who wrote them. If Dorsey wishes to demolish 
the ruins of his reputation he should arrange 
for the publication of all his unprinted let- 
ters. lle has already shown himself to be 
possessed of the instincts of a criminal, and 
the most he can do to damage anybody’s rep- 
utation is to print letters addressed to him on 
the supposition that he was an honorable 
man. 


A PRACTICAL STEP TOWARD CIVIL 
SERVICE REFORM. 

The Civil-Service Reform Association has 
shown inore push and energy during the past 
few months than ever before. ‘The open war 
it has waged against the Hubbell Congres- 
sional Committee and its 2 per cent assess- 
ment has given universal publicity to the 
methods employed for rebbing Government 
officeholders, and has secured a popular con- 
demnation of the political-assessment system 
which ought to result in the passage of a law 
broad enough in its terms to prevent mem- 
bers of Congress from dom what a law of 
Congréss pronounces and punishes as a 
misdemeanor in all officers and employés of 
the Government. The reform of this abuse 
necessarily reverts to Congress itself. and 
hence the pertinence of two circulars recent- 
ly prepared by the Civil-Service Reform As- 
sociation which it desires local auxiliary as- 
sociations to send to Congressional candi- 
dates with the purpose of committing them 
for or against the cause. 

In one of these circulars attention is di- 
rected to the Senate bill “to regulate and 
improve the civil service of the United 
States,“ which provides foi open competi- 
tive examination for subordinate places, a 
period of probation, and promotion on the 
basis of merit, reserving a preference for 
those only who have been honorably dis- 
charged from the military and naval service. 
The advantages of such a system of appoint- 
ments are recounted—such as the independa- 
ence it secures to the President, members 
of Congress, and heads of departments from 
the importunities of officeseekers; the in- 
creased efficiency that may be expected in 
the civil service from the improved char- 
acter of employés and creditable emu- 
lation; economy in the cost of the pub- 
lic service when it shall be run on 
business principles; the freedom from 
the public scandals that grow out of patron- 
age and favoritism; and the new encourage- 
ment that will be offered to American youth 
for education and good behavior. A second 
measure, equally essential to the cause of re- 
form, is one prohibiting the assessment of 
Government employés by Congressmen as 
well as executive officers for campaign pur- 
poses, which amounts to a special tax upon 
this class when it is collected under the 
implied penalty of dismissal. 

Candidates for Congress are asked whether 
they approve the principle of these two 
measures, and whether, if elected, they will 
support and vote for them; or, if they ap- 
prove the principle but doubt the eflicacy of 
the measures proposed, they are further re- 
quested to communicate the course they 
would adopt to accomplish the end in view. 

A second circular is offered as a variation 
from the one described in order to obtain the 
views ot candidates irrespective of the legis- 
lation which has been suggested. In this 
circular the candidate is asked whether he 
regards civil-service reform as necessary and 
as requiring prompt attention; what he con- 
ceives to be the nature, extent, and practical 
methods of such an undertaking; whether 
he believes Congress ought to attempt to 
bring about such reform by law; whether he 
believes that the patronage of the depart- 
ments should be distributed among menibers 
of Congress or filled by proper persons 
whose fitness shall be ascertained by exaimi- 
nations; whether he approves of political 
assessments; and other questions equally to 
the point in their bearing upon the subject 
of civil-service reform. 

It would certainly be to the public advan- 
tage if direct answers to such questions could 
be obtained from all candidates for Congress 
in all parties. It may be assumed that 
the great bulk of all the answers would 
be favorable to the work which the Civil- 
Service Reform Association has in hand. 
Indeed, it is dificult to believe that any can- 
didate, whether Republican or Democratic, 
would dare to respond unfavorably to the 
reform measures. Both political parties, in 
their National platforms and in nearly all 
their local conventions, have declared une- 
quivocally in favor of reforming the civil 
service in the very line suggested by these 
circulars. The Democratic party has been 
especially virtuous and severe this year in 
atraigning the Republican party for the 
toleration of political assessments and 
other abuses in the civil service. The 
Republican leaders, on the other hand, 
have professed fur many years a sin- 
cere desire to promote reform measures. 
A succession of Republican Presidents— 
Grant, Hayes, and Garfield—have repeatedly 
commended this reform to Congress, and 
many of their Cabinet members and chief 
officers have testified to its necessity. It 
would seem, therefore, that both Democratic 
and Republican candidates for Congress 
would feel it incumbent upon them to make 
favorable replies to such questions as are 
mentioned above. The tuing to do is to bring 
these questions to them in such a way and by 
such authority as to assure responses. Un- 


associations are not as numerous as they 
ought to be; but where there are no such 
organizations reputable political clubs or 
volunteer committees of well-known citi- 
zens ought to assist the National league 
in obtaining personal responses from 
the Congressional candidates of their 
districts. If candidates for Congress on 
both sides can be induced to commit them- 
selves, not merely to the general principles 
of civil-service reform, but to the prompt 
supportin Congress of practical measures 
designed to bring about that reform, then 
there will be an individual responsibility 
which cannot fail to hasten the passage of 
proper legislation. The circulars proposed 
by the National league should find no diffi- 
culty in securing local sponsors in both par- 
ties in every Congressional district in the 
country. The remedy against prevailing 
abuses, so far as legislation can provide it, 
can be passed most easily and quickly by 
combined, non-partisan efforts in Congress, 
and well-directed energy before the fall elec- 
tion may obtain from a large majority of both 
Democratic and Republican candidates ex- 
plicit pledges which will make it extremely 
difficult for them to evade the issue or tem- 
porize with it. 


LIBELS ON PUBLIC MEN. 

The Prohibitionists are keeping up their 
reputation for intemperance in speech and 
action. The Bloomington convention did 
pretty well in this respect, the exploit of Mr. 
Finch, who made false accusations against 
two prominent public men, being especially 
famous. But the National Prohibitionist 
Convention promises to eclipse even the 
Bloomington gathering. ‘The proceedings 
yesterday were marked bythe grossest per- 
sonalities. G. T. Stewart, of Ohio, is re 
ported as follows: 

He could see little use in electing prohibition 
State tickets and at the same time sending liquor- 
drinking statesmen to Congress, such as Allison, 
of lowa, Edmunds, of Vermont, and the Maine 
delewation. 

The idea conveyed by these words to per- 
sons who are not accustomed to the ravings 
of the coercive teetotalists is, of course, that 
Allison, Edmunds, and the entire Maine 
delegation drink to excess. This is far from 
being true. Senator Allison is strictly tem- 
perate and abstemious in his habits, although 
he may not be a total abstainer. Senator 
Edmunds is possibly freer in the use of stim- 
ulants, but nobody has ever seen him under 
the influence of them. Both Allison and 
Kdmunds are among the hardest-working 
members of the Senate—one the Chairman 
of the Appropriations and the other of the 
Judiciary Committee, positions which they 
could not have or hold if they did not 
enjoy the coufidence and respect of their 
associates. Astothe Maine delegation, the 
charge is ridiculously false. One of the 
members of the Maine delegation is ex- 
Gov. Nelson Dingley, a noted Prohibi- 
tionist and a total abtainer. Senator Frye 
seldom touches wine or intoxicating liquors 
of any kind. Senator Hale has wine on his 
table as other gentlemen of means in Wash- 
ington customarily do. Representative Reed 
is the Chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee, and has never before been ac- 
cused of intemperance in any form. Rep- 
resentative Lindsey is dying of consump- 
tion, and was not in Washington during 
the last session. Representatives Ladd and 
Murch—the Greenback members from Maine 
—are not so well known as their 
colleagues, but they have always behaved 
themselves in public. It will be seen that 
Stewart’s statement, if correctly reported, is 
utterly groundless, malicious, and scanda- 
lous. Itis of a piece with Finch’s libel on 
Lieut.-Gov. Hamilton and the coarse assaults 
on Commissioner Raum and Senator Logan 
that were made and applauded at Blooming- 
ton. The tongue is anunruly member. Un- 
til the prohibition orators learn to control 
their tongues they cannot expect to have 
much suceess in their endeavors to control 
other men’s appetites,

CURIOUS INTERNATIONAL QUESTIONS. 

We printed some time ago the general 
scheme of international law proposed by the 
International Congress, which meets annual- 
ly—this yearin Liverpool. By this scheme 
it is hoped to modify the conflicting laws of 
different nations, both as relates to public 
and ind‘vidual affalrs, so that the utmost har- 
mony will be brought about between nations. 
It is explained that this international code 
will be really no more than an extension of 
the international postal treaty whereby the 
civilized nations of the world unite in one 
postal system, under which any person inthe 
remotest parts of the earth can mail his let- 
ters to any other vart and have them deliv- 
ered to the persons to whom they are directed, 
without delay, without violation of their con- 
tents, and for the same uniform rate of post- 
age. By an equitable arrangement the post- 
age for the transmission of these letters is 
awarded to all the nations In the alliance in 
satisfactory proportions without any compli- 
cations of accounts. 

This principle it is proposed to extend 
gradually to all other subjects in which there 
is a want of harmony in the laws of nations. 

One of these subjects is that of marriage 
and divorce. Thus R is proposed to have 
one and the same legal regulation whereby a 
marriage, legally performed under the laws 
of the State where it takes place, shall be re- 
garded and sustained asa legal marriage in 
all other countries uniting in the interna- 
tional code. It is proposed to establish a 
like regulation whereby all nations shall 
agree as to what shall constitute a legal di- 
vorce. Included in this program of interna- 
tional legal uniformity is, of course, a com- 
plete code for the interchange of persons 
under accusation of criminal offenses, the 
same circumstances in every case permitting 
and requiring extradition, 

A rather unimportant but nevertheless 
curious case, resulting from the total want of 
unisormity in cases of extradition, is now pend- 
ing in the courts of this city, which, while of 
very little consequence in itself, serves as an 
illustration of the infinit variety of instances 
where international boundaries involve dif- 
ficulties which might be avoided and over- 
come by a small application of international 
fraternity. 

William H. Escott some years ago had 
some place of trust ina loan association in 
Canada, and proving, as is alleged, adefaulter 
toasum of $18,000 fled to this country, and 
was discovered by the agents of the company 
in Chicago. Here he was arrested, and an 
effort was made to extradite him, and we be- 
lieve it was tried to have him punished here 
for the theft in Canada. Failing in these 
efforts, embezzlement not being a cause for 
extradition, he was arrested asa debtor un- 
der circumstances of fraud. Escott never 
made any offer to refund the money, which 
it is but fair to say, he declares was lost by 
accident or stolen from him, and that he is 
left penniless. He was committed to jail 
early in 1880, and has been in the debtor’s 
prison ever since. The Directors believing 
perhaps that Escott can if so disposed re- 
fund the money, have since his arrest kept 
him confined, they paying his board to the 
Sheriff; at all events, the loan association 
has shown no signs of relenting but pays his 
board regularly six months in advance. 
Here is a case where legally the man is held 
as a prisoner for debt. 

Ordinarily, a prisoner for debt may under 
the insolvent law plead his insolvency, 
schedule his debts and assets, and upon es- 
tablishing his inability to pay and his ab- 
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Escott is also charged with debt under 
fraudulent circumstances; and fraud is a bar 
to his release under the insolvent law of II- 
linois. The prisoner may apply under the 
insolvent law for his discharge, but if his 
application be resisted, and fraud be charged, 
the issue of fraud or no fraud is a matter 
that the complainant may insist upon having 
tried by a jury. Upon proof of the embezzle- 
ment, which has never been denied, thé 
criminality of the petitioner, would be 
conclusively established and the verdict of 
the jury would result in a legal refusal to 
discharge him. So long as the complainants 
shall continue to keep the cost of his main- 
tenance in jail paid up it does not seem that 
there is any legal measure of relief. 

Here is an accusation of crime in a for- 
eign country for which Escott, evenif guilty, 
cannot be arrested or held'to answer in this 
country under any law of tlie United States 
or of this State. The Constitution of [llinols 
prohibits the imprisonment of any man in 
this State tor debt, its provision reading as 
follows: : 

No person shull be imprisoned for debt unless 
upon refusal to deliver up his estate for the ben- 
efit of bis creditors, in such manner as shall be 
prescribed by law, or in cases where there is 
strong presumption of fraud. 


The offense ot Escott in Canada is a crime 
for which he might be punished by law if 
there; but is not a criminal offense which 
may be punished in this country. Ifit isa 
debt contracted in Canada, about which 
there isa strong “presumption of fraud,” 
does this presumption follow the contract of 
debt to this country, with the force to over- 
come the constitutional provision of this 
State which prohibits imprisonment for debt 
where the debtor surrenders his estate to the 
creditors ? Whatever fraudulent character or 
criminal color pertains to this proceeding 
arises exclusively under the laws of Canada, 
and what is made fraudulent or criminal by 
the laws of Canada is limited by necessity to 
the jurisdiction of the laws of Canada. How 
does the accusation of fraud follow this 
transaction to the United States and attach 
to it when the criminal accusation also made 
under the Canadian law does not follow it? 
The civil laws of Canada are of no more 
force here than are the criminal laws, nor is 
the law of Canada making this proceeding a 
fraud in Canada of any more force in IIIi- 
nois than is the criminal law. Nevertheless 
here is one of the innumerable cases arising 
under the laws of foreign nations which 
could be harmonized by the international 
code, which is progressing towards maturity 
under the auspices of the friendly congress 
now in session in Europe. 


IRONCLAD FLEETS AND EARTHWORKS. 

From one point of view the bombardment 
of Alexandria possesses unusual interest, 
and that is the scientific. It was the first 
time that the heavy ironclads of modern 
build have been in action, and the official re- 
ports of the English officers and the results 
of investigations enable us to form an intel- 
ligent opinion. ‘The London Standard’s 
correspondent indeed has already sent that 
paper a digest of the conclusions at which 
the English fleet officergy have arrived, and 
they confirm the opinion which has been 
shared by many naval authorities, that works 
on shore can be constructed so as to resist 
the attack of any fleet. To do this, however, 
they must be well-built earthworks. The 
bombardment of the Malakoff and Redan 
without any important result, the attack 
upon the defenses of Lissa by the French, 
and the assault at Pievoa had all prepared 
the way for the belief that nothing can wich- 
stand bombardment like earth, and now 
assault at Alexandria with some of 
heaviest guns ever made only confirms the 
belief and emphasizes the importance of do- 
ing away with masonry in coast defenses as 
far as is possible. The Standard says: 
»Even in experimental practice at Shoe- 
buryness and elsewhere every target of 
masonry, or even iron, that could be erected 
was quickly disposed of by the guns, yet no 
one ever dreamt of destroying the butt which 
is used at Woolwich for the proof of guns,” 
and as this has been true of all experimental 
firing, it is somewhat remarkable that the 
simple inference has not occurred to naval 
authorities before. The Standard also 
makes the following striking statement of 
the relative value of masonry and earth- 
work which seems conclusive: 

The masonry forts of Paris were breached and 
set on fire by the German guns, while the 
earthen German batteries suflered or escaped 
just in proportion as they were bullt with 
ordinary well-shaped parapets, or consisted of 
guns sunk in the siopes of mounds of earth. The. 
works of Pievua were fortified hill tops and 
sides: only earth and wood were employed in 
their formation; yet they resisted the tire of 


many gune for a long time, and remained 
serviceable to the last. 


The testimony from Alexandria. is final, 
and how much stronger would it have been 
had Arabi Bey's earthworks contained 
heavy Krupp guns, served by skillful and ex- 
perienced gunners? A different story might 
have come from Forts Mex and Ada, 

The gunners of the English fleet are prob- 
ably as skillful as any in the world, and yet 
the Standard’s correspondent says that the 
fire, while very accurate in direction, was 
very inaccurate in elevation—that is, while 
the projectiles rarely went to the right or left 
of the mark, they frequently went under or 
overit. Thisis explained by the fact that. 
while rifled guns on a perfectly level and 
stationary platform will fire with great ae- 
curacy, the same guns on shipboard, even 
when the sea is calm, are not ona steady 
foundation, since the deck is never steady. 
The roll may not be noticeable, but it is 
there, and, as the report says: “The muz- 
zles of the guns are rising and falling, how- 
ever littie, and the least motion in- 
evitably affects the shooting. The more 
powertul a gun is in the way 
of high velocity, the greater is the difference 
caused in the range by slight differences of 
elevation.” It is curious also to notice a 
defect which was constantly nianifested in 
naval actions during our own War—namely: 
that the fuses were so bad that a great num- 
ber pf shells did not burst at all, and this, 
too, when considerable improvement has 
been made in the construction of shells, and 
the English guns are muzzle-loaders, and 
the fuses are ignited by the flash within the 
gun instead of by artificial means. ‘This de- 
fect was constantly noticeable in our own 
War, more particularly in round mortar 
shells, though the failure was not always at- 
tributable to defective fuses, but was some- 
times due to the fact that the shell itself was 
not loaded. 

Upon the main question, whether in an 
engagement with earthworks on shore, pro- 
vided the armaments and service are equally 
strong and skitiful, an ironclad fleet will 
have the best of it, the feeling among En- 
glish officers is that it will not, and they are 
not slow in declaring that had the Egyptians 
possessed some of the hundred-ton guns, 
which are to be mounted at Malta and Gib- 
raltar, and gunners skillful enough to work 
them, every projectile would have crushed 
through the armor of their ironclads, and 
would eventually have sunk they. The 
Standard sums it all up in the following 
statement: 


The only fair conclusion to bedrawn fr 
the bombardment is, that supposing ships — 
forts possessed of equaily powerful armaments. 
equal ae weli-trained gunners, and generally with 
scientific means equaliy abreast of the knowi- 
edge of the day, the ships must get the worst of 
the encounter. The practice of their guns can- 
not be as good, and the fort can continue firing 
Lr 
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The total value of the 
1881, were $11,546,504, and for July,

New York Tribune: Wagner, as is well 
known, sent in 1854 to some of bis more inti- 
mate triends and others to whom be thought he 
could look for sympathy and encouragement 
copies of his “Ring of the Nibelung.“ printed 
at his own cost and for private circulation only. 
A copy was sent to Schopenhauer, of whose 
philosophy and musical opinions Wagner is an 
ardent admirer. Of late it has been whispered 
about that this copy contained much biting 
sarcasm and sharp criticism in the shape of 
marginal notes in the philosopher's Own hand. 
A musical critic has succeeded recently in 
getting possession of the book. It is 
an octavo volume of 159 pages, and con- 
tains the four parts the Nibeiungen cycle. 
The third part, now called “Siegfried,” bears the 
titlo, The Young Siegfried’; the fourth, now 
known as Götterdämmerung,“ is named The 
Death of Stegtried.“ At the close of the first 
act of the Walkyrie,”’ where the grand duo be- 
tween Siegmund and Steglinde occurs, the stage- 
directions say: Steg mund draws Sieglinde to 
him; she sinks shrieking at his breast and the 
curtain drops rapidly.“ It is high time that it 
did,” is Schopenhauers only comment bere. 
The opinion which the philosopher seems to have 
had of the strained and bomimstic language of 
Wagner’s muse is contained in the note: Ears, 
ears, this deaf musician has no ecars”—which 
will not please those of the great composer's 
admirers who see extraordinary literary merit 
in bis librettos.

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Mrs. SCHLIEMANN has addressed to an 
Athens newspaper a letter in Greek, in which 
she says that close to the spot which she and 
her husband believe to be the site of ancient 
Troy have been found the remains of two build- 
ings that are believed to represent temples. 
Their appearance is so strange, however, that 
they cannot be said to resemble any of the 
well-known ancient temples, with the exception 
of that of Hera at Olympia, which, according to 
Pausanias, was erected probably about 1,100 B. 
C. The first of them is 30 metres in length and 
13 in width, while the walls are 1.4 metres in 
thickness. The other is 20 métres long and 7 
metres broad, the walls beg 1.2 métres thick. 
Owing to the great size of the first temple, Mrs. 
Schliemann thinks it scarcely credibie that the 
roof could be solid and without supports; of 
the latter, at any rate, there is nothing now to 
be found. Throughout the entire “Iliad” of 
Homer, she says, there is no mention of such 
supports, while in the Odyssey.“ where they 
are spoken of, they are described as of wood. 
Assuming that there had been wooden supports 
in the first temple, they could not, she argues, 
have stood on a floor of clay, and there must 
therefore have been a stone foundation be- 
neath them, yet nothing of the kind is now to 
be discovered on the spot. 


Tue Begum of Bhopal has been more lib- 
eral than the Empress of India’s own Indian

At her death her daughter, whom she 
had trained very carefully and who inherited 
with her crown her capacity and her liberality, 
succeeded ber. She has proved another model 
sovereign, and bas received the order bestowed 
upon ber mother. When the Prince of Wales 
held a Grand Cha pter of the Star of India at 
Calcutta the little figure of the Princess, veiled 
from head to foot, was the most conspicuous 
object in the tbrong of the great Princes of 
Hindostan. In 1878 the Begum placed all ber 
forces at the disposal of the British for service 
in Afghanistan.

Tue Philadelphia papers are actively fol- 
lowing up their investiganon of adulterated 
drugs, comment upon which has already been 
made in these columns. They find that these 
adulterations are most commonly practiced 
with powdered drugs, and that, instead of using 
the best drugs in powdering, the tag-ends and 
unsightly portions are used. Quinine, it is said, 
is frequently compounded out of the alkaloids 
of cinchona extracted from red bark that con- 
tains little or no quinea, and the bitter taste is 
then givea to it by strychnia. Ether also is 
weakened by long keeping or turns acid by ex- 
posure to the licht. Lime-water is also sold 
after it has formed a precipitate from long 
standing and is useless, and laudanum is fre- 
quently reduced from two-thirds to one-half the 
standard strength. The agitation of the matter 
in Philadelphia has caused mucb excitement, 
and may lead to the appointment of an inspect- 
or Ot drugs, in which case it is to be poped that 
the inspector biaiself will not be adulterated.

From Victoria has been forwarded by the 
Irishmen there resident to the Lord-Mayor of 
Dubiin au address expressing strong sympathy 
with the movement for nome rule. The Lrish- 
men Of Ireland are described as suffering “un- 
der the boot of a foreign despotism,” and their 
condition is compared to that of the Israelites in 
their degrading servitude to the Egyptians, 
There are nine signatures to the address, and 
five of them are those of members of the Leis- 
lative Assembly.

A TALK WITH DU CLERC. 
Special Cable. 

Panis, Aug. 23.—The Herald special says: 
Some of the French papers having stated that the 
United States would be invited to join the con- 
ference or congress which it is believed is to as- 
sembie shortly to settle the question of the 
neutralization of the Suez Canal, I called 
on M. Du Clerc. President of the Council, to in- 
guire what truth there was in the report. M. 
Du Clere, who has every appearance, despite bis 
advanced age. of being a man of vigorous in- 
teliect, in robust bealth, and of thorough busi- 
ness habits, assured me that so far there was no 
reason to suppose that it was intended to 
extend such an invitation to the United States. 
Igathered from his manner, however, while 
discussing the matter that the French Govern- 
ment would by no means be averse to the prop- 
osition, though it was evidently skepti- 
cal as to America being anxious to 
avail herself of the dubious privilege of 
inter tering in the Eastern question. M. Du 
Clere was very reserved in speaking of the ul- 
terior attitude of France iu regard to the British 
occupation of the Suez Canal, which, be said, 
Was a matter which concerned Europe.

New Tonk. Aug. 23.—A private dispatch to 
the Jrish Nation announced today the death of 
Charles James Kickham, one of the chiefs of 
the Fenian.conspiracy, and well known for his 
contributions to literature in the form of 
poems, tales, and political essays. His death 
took place at Booterstown,a suburb of Dublin, 
where be was staying at the residence of James 
O'Connor, the editor of the Dublin Jrishinan, 
and bis old fellow-prisoner. The cause of death 
was paralysis. None of the Fenian leaders 
was better known or more favorably re- 
garded than Kickham. He earned the respect of 
the magnates of the Enwlish Government, and 
gained the confidence of those whose political 
opinions coincided with his. In 1857 or 1858 be 
first met James Stephens, who was laying 
the foundation ef the Fenian move- 
ment. He entered into the scheme with 
all his heart, and he became one 
of its leading spirits. In 1863 he was the dele- 
gate of the Irish organization to the Chicago 
Convention, in which the American branch 
practically had its veginning, and when, in 
1866, Stephens visited America, Kickham 
was deputed by a paper well known to Irishmen 
as the executive document to act witb 
Tuomas Clarke, Luby, and John O'Leary as tne 
directors of the movement during the absence of 
the Head-Centre. It is certain, however, that Mr. 
Kickham never saw this paper, and he so declared 
on bis trial for treason-felony in January, 1866. 
When the suppression of Fenianism was under- 
taken by the Government in 1856, Kickham was 
one of those most earnestly sourht. He was ar- 
rested in company with Stephens at the house 
ot the latter at Fairfield Terrace, Sandy Mount. 
He was sentenced to fifteen years pena! servi- 
tude, and was confined successively in Rich- 
mond and Mountjoy prisons, Dublin, and Pen- 
tin ville, Portland, and Woking, Engiand. His 
health, however, became so very bad that on 
the return of the Liberal Ministry to office in 
1869 be was at once released. Mr. Kickbam was 
a voluminous writer of prose and poetry. His 
best known poem is Rory of the Hill.“

ISMA ILIA, 


A DESCRIPTION OF THE NEW CITY 
CANAL. 

Ismailia is a mushroom city. Like Jouah's 
gourd, it sprang up, comparatively speaking, in 
anight. When the canal wus in course of con- 
struction, M. de Lesseps saw the necessity of 
building a town about balf-way between Port 
Said and Suez. Such a town would be a basis 
for stores; it would supply the many thousands 
of workmen with water and other necessarics; 
and, moreover, it would be a place where the 
principal Officials could reside and direct opera- 
tions on every side. He chose a sand-ridge op- 
posit Lake Timsah for the site. Here and there 
grew a clump of date palms, but east and west 
there stretched a yellow dessert. so bare, 80 
monotonous, and so uninviting, that no eye less 
sharp than that of the great engineer could havo 
discovered the capabilities of the place as the 
site for a town. M. de Lesseps, however, saw 
its capabilities. With his customary evergy he 
set his men upon the work. Streets and blocks 
were oulined upos the sand; stone from ad- 
jacent quarries was brougut in abundance, and 
mortar was made upon thespot. lua few weeks 
a city had arisen, with bouses, streets, avenues, 
— pubiic squares, and 4 public gurden. 

‘his wondertully-built towa was named in donor 
of the late Khedive ismail, and his Highness 
deigned to bonor it wit bis presence, and built 
a stately pleasure house opposit the blue waters 
of Lake Timsah. Not far from this viceregal 
residence stood elegant chalets belonging to M. 
de Lesseps, Voisin Bey, the Director-Gencral of 
the works: M. Lavaleye, the contractor; M. 
Borel, a partner, and M. Dussand, the sub-engi- 
neer of Ismailia. A palace was next erected for 
the accommodation of the Gevernor, and this 
building, rising square and flat-roofed from 
amida pleasant garden of Eastern and Orieutal 
flowers and shrubs, was a conspicuous object in 
the view of the traveler passing tbhrougb the 
canal on bis way either to or trom India. M. de 
Lesseps fed his magie city with a copious sup- 
piy of water drawn from the Nile at Zagazig, 
and this source supplied not oniy his vorkmen 
but the thousands of shopkeepers and others 
who flocked from the Levant, Suez, Cairo, and 
Alexander into Ismailia. The water junction 
with Zagazigis named the Sweetwater Canal, 
and it is inferior in length and utility only to its 
great neighbor. the Maritime Canal. Ismailia, 
as arranged by M. de Lesseps, stands at the 
junction of three canals—namely: the Sweet- 
water Canal, from Zagazig to Ismailia: the 
Sweetwater Canal that runs southward 
from Ismailla to Suez, and, of course. 
the Suez Canal itself. The water 
of the Maritime Canai being pronounced fit 
neither for man nor beast, Ismaila is entirely 
dependent upon the Sweetwater supply from 
Zagazig. Cut that off and its inhabitants must 
either perisu or escape to the banks of the Nile. 
Suez also would be imperiled, as it depends al- 
most wholly upon the Sweetwater Canal from 
Isinailia, because that canal is in reality nothing 
more than a continuation of the canal between 
Ismailia and Zaguzig. Suez has plenty of salt 
and bruck vater iu her vicinity, but she bas 
no well supply of the element, — us rain visits 
ber as seldom as it does Aden she has no reserve 
of drinking water stored in reservoirs or cis- 
terus. It will be evident, therefore, at a glance 
that if Arabi Bey threatens the water-supply of 
Ismalia be will at the same lime be threatening 
that of Suez. He will, in fact, be rendering both 
cities totally useless for occupation, either civil 
or military. 

The Ismeailia-Zagazig fresh water canal 
springs out of the Damuietta branch of the Nile 
near a Village named Mir Bereh. It then mean- 
ders througb the celebrated land of Gushea, 
pussing a hundred villages on the way and the 
site of the ancient. city of Herodpolis. It 
spreads fertility as it goes. On its bunks gar- 
deus of fruit and vegetables flourish, and trees 
which give a grateful shadow to the traveler ip 
a weary land derive nourishment from its per- 
colations, As it approaches Ismailia it ruas 
aloug a sandy ridge just a few feet above the 
grade on which the town is built, and to every

little plot fenced round runs a ditch contain'ng. 


a wealth of Nubian soil and abundance of water, 
which is let in by furrows through the whole 
extent of the piot. An observer of the marve!l- 
ous fertility created in a sandy desert by these 
streamlets of water from the canal remarks 
that the effect of the nourishing element on the 
sand seems almost spontaneous. Whatever 
piaut indigenous to Egypt is put into the ground 
this water causes to flourish at once. Wer- 
ever depressions take place in the ir- 
rigated plots around and in _ (Ismailia 
there small lakes are formed, and 
on these the lotus tiuats with its broad, green 
leaves and pure white flower, while the edges of 
the lukelets are beautified vy evergreens, brill- 
iant flowering-plants and aloes that shoot their 
broad, sword-biaded teaves aloft side by side 
witb azaleas, roses, and cactus clumps. Espe- 
cially is the reviving and creative effect of this 
Nile water observabie in the public garden of Is- 
matlia, in the centre of which stand the water- 
works. This garden, about twelve acres in ex- 
teut, is a perfect little paradise. Pleasant walks 
are set down between fantastically-shaped beds 
of flowers. and palm-trees and tall shrubs make 
yicasant places for the shelter of garden seats. 

very chalet is surrounded by a garden; the 
Governor's house and the Khedive’s palace are 
equally beautifully and advantageously situ- 
ated. Take it all in all. Ismailia is a charming 
little town. With its fountains, its villas, its 
trees, and its flowers, it is a brizht piece of color 
in a wilderness. But for its brightness and its 
beauty it depends upon the fresh-water canal 
that winds toward it from the land of Goshen. 
Those “sweet waters gone, Ismailia must fade 
away into the inhospitable desert from which it 
sprang. 

The proudest day in the history of Ismailia 
was that on which, in November, 1869, the 
splendid fleet that celebrated the opening of the 
Suez Canal steamed into Lake Timsah, beaded 
by the beflagged and bannered imperial yacht 
of France, the Aigié, bearing on board the Em- 
press Eugénie, and followed by the fifty steam- 
ers which bore the Austrian Emperer, the Prince 
Royal of Prussia, Prince Henry of Holland, and 
a host of Ambassadors and brilliant persouages 
of Europe. Theo Ismailia wore ber gaia dress. 
The Khegive entertained bis guests right roy- 
ally in maguiticent pavilions. Music and dan- 
cing sped the fiying hours, and wine tlowed like 
water. Theu population tlocked to her by hun- 
dreds daily, until in a few months from the day 
when ber form was scratched upon the sands, 
she could count upon some 10,00 or 12.000. But 
when the canai was completed and contractors 
had fled and the iaborers bad returned to their 
homes. lemailia’s glory began to fade. She was 
visited only occasionally by the Khedive, the 
ships bound East and West passed her disdain- 
fully, and her population dwindied down to less 
than 2.000. Few traveiers think of going to see 
lswmailia. The Governor lives there an eusy 
life—or at least he did before Arabi 
Bey disturbed bis soul—having few further 
cares beyond looking after the fresh water 
works, the iadies of bis barem, bis servants, and 
the Arabs wo occasionally wander from the 
adjoining desert into the baif-deserted bazaars. 
When the Hon. V. H. Seward was making bis 
tour around the world, in 1871. he visited Ismail 
ia. He had heard of the way it bad suddenly 
sprung up, of its unique beauty when compared 
with the foriorn desert, and of the splendors it 
put torth when the untortunate ex-Empress of 
the French was Ismaii's bonured guest in 156). 
Hie was surprised to und Ismailia as it stood. 
Only a year anda halt bad paseed away sivce 
that magnificent opening day, and how sndly 
bad Iemailia changed! Her population hud 
ehrunk into small proportions; the beautiful! 
palace now knowing neither master nor guest, 
bus already become monumental. The Sirocco 
biows the sands ef the desert on che paved 
streets. amd there are neither men nor money to 
clean the Streets again. Contractors and labor- 
ers have disappeared, and no iaborers have ro- 
turned to¢ake the piace of those that left.” 48 
Ismailia appeared to the great American states-

Company. Charters have been obtained from 
the Dominion Government, and the Govern- 
ments of Nova Scotia and Newfoundland, ana 
work bas been commenced at what is 
called the Oxford extension of the road. 
a stretch of seventy miles in Nova Scotia, from 
Oxford to New Glasgow. The new line will run 
by existing railroads from New York by way of 
Boston, Bangor. and St. Jonns, New Brunswick, 
to Oxtord, Nova Scotia, where the section al- 
ready spoken of is building, thence to New Gias- 
gow, and from there by the Halifax & Cupe 
breton Railroad to the Strait of Causa. From 
this point the line will extend to Cape North, 
across the narrows of the Gult of St. Lawrence 
by steamer, and then across Newfoundland by 
rail, and thence aby — to Ireland. The 
terminus in Ireland will be near tho 
port of Galway. Itisa part of the company's 
pian to run a daily line of fast steamships both 
ways betweev Newfoundland and Ireland. The 
idea of tuis line was derived froma similar line 
that has long been in successful operation in 
Engiand. That line crosses Kugland by rail 
trom London to the Island of Anglesey, and 
conuects by steamer across St. George's Chan 
nel with a railroad trom Dublin to Queenstown, 
where counection is made witb the transatiantic 
steamsbip which sailed from Liverpool 
ten buurs before the train left 
London. The advocates of the plan 
claim many advantages for it, chief amour 
which is the avoidance of the dangers of naviga- 
tion along the coast of the Continent from New- 
foundiand to New York. They also claim that 
they will have an almost air-line from Chicago 
to Newtoundiand, by which twelve hours will 
saved from that doint. and great stress is laid on 
the beauties ot fhe scenery along the line in 
Nova Scotia and Newfoundland. ork on the 
Newfoundland Division will not, it is said, be 
commenced before next year, and it is expected 
that the entire line will be put in operation in 
1880 Or 1887.

BADLY BURNED. 


Three Men Injured by an Explosion at 
the South Chicago Iron- Tillis. 

An accident of a horribie nature occurred at 
South Chicago yesterday. It was about huaif- 
past 4 in the afternoon when those persons 
who were in the vicinity of the North Chicago 
ttolling- Mills on the strand were startied by a 
deafening explosion trom the direction of 
the wilis. It was soon learned that a 
mold had exploded in the “converting depurt- 
meut of the mis. The manner in which the 
accident occurred was as follows: Four men, 
who from the nature of their work 
are called pit-men, were busily ein- 
— in Making a casting. The mold 
bad been made as well and curefullx as usuai, 
and the red-hot ore was poured in. A few 
minutes after it was noticed that the liquid ore 
was OOziug out, or. as the techuical puruse runs, 
“the mold began to bieed.” In order tw 
cool the mold and the iron within 
more rapidly a stream of cold water from a 
small hose was turued upon it. It is thought 
that some ot the cold water got within the mold 
and coming in contact witb the ner) fluid caused 
the explosion. 


| However that may be, the moid suddenly burst 


open with a toundering report, and the aot, 
liquid iron was thrown into the faces and upon 
the bodies of the unfortunate pit-men, 
who were tending the moid. The names of the 
injured men are Albert Dibbins, William Koacn, 
and George Hay. All three were burned 
from bead to foot in a most bhuor- 
rible manner. Dr. Larkin was  imme- 
diately summoned and two of the men, 
Albert Divbins and William Koach, were con- 
veyed in a wagon to their homes. The tormer of 
the two men, who lived upon Untario avenue, op- 
posit tbe Congregational Church, received the se- 
verest injuries,and although good medica! aid was 
immediately obtained, it is thought that he will 
not recover, The second of the two. altpough 
unabie to walk at the time, will undoubtedly re- 
cover. George Hay was the least injured of 
the three, and soon after the accident vccu 
walked unaided to his home.

Convention of the National Association 


for Exterminating the Liquor 
Traffic. 


About 350 Delegates from All Parts 
of the Union Are in At- 
tendance. 


The Old Political Parties Voted 
of No Further Use—A New 
One Needed. 


Female Suffrage the Rock on Which 
the Party Is Liable to 
Split. 


Morning Session. 

The National Prohibition Convention began 

its labors in Farwell Hall yesterday morning, 
there being about 300 men and women ou the 
main floor, most of them delegates, and about 
100 in the gallery. The bali was tastefully 
decorated with American flags and shieids, bear- 
ing the names of the different States. On the 
wall back of the platform were the 
legends in large letters: Probibition—For 
God, and home, and native land.“ The combat 
deepens, on ye brave! The homes of America 
versus the liquor-seliers’ rebellion.” Under- 
neath were the shields of Kansas, lowa, and 
Maine. On the right, under Coming.“ was the 
shield of Illinois. and on the left, beneath Pro- 
hibition, woman's baiiot,”’ that of Indiana. On 
tne front of the President's desk was this: 
“When bad men conspire good men must com- 
bine,“ and ou the face of the organ, No North, 
no South—St. John of Kansas, Jarvis of North 
Curolina, Colquitt of Georgia, and Blair of New 
Humpsbire.” On the walls of the auditorium 
were numerous inscribed shields, as follows: 
“The woman's crusade, Hillsboro, O., 1873“; 
“Neal Dow, John B. Gough"; Our guns are 
ballots; our bullets are ideas’; Fraueis Mur- 
phy, Dr. H. A. Reynolds”; Personal lib- 
erty is something we drinker surrenders 
to the policeman’s club” “The home 
versus the suivon'"’; Personal liberty must be 
subordinate to home protection; Father 
Matthew, Joun Hawkins"; and Cristian 
vote as you pray.”” lu the galiery were * Loca 
option” and “The rising stars—Nebruska and 
Oregon.“ 
THE CONVENTION WAS CALLED TO ORDER 
a little after Wo'’ciock by Gideou T. Stewart, of 
Ohio, Chairman of tae Nuauonal Committee of 
the Prohibition Reform party, who asked the 
Rev. A. J. Jutkins, of Kentucky, to pray. The 
latter asked God to make the prokibiuon move- 
weut successful, and to bave pity Ou the liguur- 
seliers and open tbeir eyes that they might see 
the danger to themselves, to their tamiles, and 
society that they were precipitating in the In- 
terest of their self-indulgence and their cu- 
piaily. 

The choir led in singing America.“ 

Mr. Stewart then said the convention had 
beeu called under the auspices of the National 
Prohibition Reform party, which was organized 
in Farwell Hall Sept. 1, 1869, and the object, ac- 
cording to the call. was to cousider suck uuns 
aod adopt such measures for tbe promotion 01 
the great priucipies and purposes of the party 
us the convention mut determine.“ All in- 
terested iu the cause had beeu invited to at- 
tend, and be trusted there would be no difficulty 
in uniting all who were ready to codperate with 
the party. The people of the different States 
were at liberty to adopt such Measures as ‘hey 
saw fit, if they did not contravene the platform 
of the National associaueno. Many of the 
triends of prohibition bud left the Democratic 
and Kepubilican parties—bad, in the name 
of God and probibiden, sunk their 
ships and burued their bridges behind thew. 
[Applause.] The speaker said those parties bad 
urrayed the North against the South, and that, 
“if there bad been no draw-shbops tbere would 
bave been nu War, for the question of slavery 
and every Other question would have been set- 
tied by au intelligeut, sober people on the high 
pluue of justice, and liberty, and right. They

against the Democratic and Republican parties, 
ane, jn the name of American patriotism and 
liberty, demanded the death and burial of 
“these crime-stained and biood-stained par- 
ties.” Speaking of the Prohibition party, he 
suid it would rescue the Governmeut from tbe 
sea of corruption into which it was fust sinking: 
would bear up andecfaree witb living power 
the priocipies of the Declaration of , Independ- 
ence; would prohibitthe liquor crime and its 
baleful offspring and protect the homes and 
rights of ail. 

Ov the recommendation of the National Com- 
mittee, the Rev. John Russell, of Micaigan, was 
chosen temporary Chairman. He explained the 
principles of the Prohibition party, aud said tne 
members bad reason totbank God and take 
courage. It was hoped ail who were working 
for the same eod wouid unite in the one grand 
National party and thus move forward more rap- 
idly than in the pust to the ultimate achievement 
of suppressing the liquor trallic throughout the 
entire Nation. 

Miss Phoebe Couzins of Missouri and Mrs. 
Mury B. Willard were elected temporary Secre- 
taries. 

Mr. Young, of Iowa., asked if delegates not 
committed toa third party movemeut, though 
in full sympathy with probibition, were to be 
excluded. here were some sucb present who 
wanted to kuow before they presented their 
credentials, since they did not wisb to stuitify 
themselves by withdrawing. There was no

Joba Brown s soul is marching on, the spiritual 
peregrinadons of the hero of Harper's Ferry 
ai nave been brought to a sudden pause by 
the events of yesterday. For certainly no more 
wreteped desecration of what Americans should 
look upon as au bonored name has ever been 
perpetrated. The idea of a John Brown Monu- 
mental Association originated in the brain of a 
colored person named Washington, who has ini- 
tialg more numerous than ought to be here 
set forth, put which in nowise indicate 
the character of the man who wearsthem. If 
they weretransiated to suit those who kuow the 
man they would not insult the Father of Our 
Country, but would properly characterize the 
jndividual who at yesterday’s demoustration 
cht a blush to the cheek of every man who 
pad the slightest respect for the wife of the wan 
who by bis courageous act brought about the 
freedum Of the colored people. When the per- 
gon who in the most offensive ways styles him- 
self Dr. W. J. W. W. Washington Jr. proposed 
the organization of a John.

A Quarrel Over the Fixtures of the Sher- 
man House, 

The Sherman House imbroglio came up again 
yesterday morning on a quarrel over the fixt- 
ures of the hotel. The work of removing the 
iurniture is in progress and the trustee became 
fearful the mortgage company would also seize 
the gas fixtures, steam boiler and engine, 
counters, elevators, and the tile floor in the bar- 
room. He therefore notified the *opposing par- 
ties to meet bim before Judge Drummond yes- 
terday and have the question settled, claiming 
these articles were a part of the realty. The 
Judge, after hearing some arguments, de- 
ciined to make any order. He said the 
matter was entirely in the hands of 
the Receiver, who was bound by the 
terms of the three chattel mortgares 
given by the former trustee, Marsh, on the fur- 
niture to Field, Leiter & Co. and Hale Bros. & 
Co. If the articles were included in the mort- 
cares, then the mortgage company was entitled 
to them. If, however, there should be a ques- 
tion over some article, such as the steam en- 
gine, the lessee Could have its value appraised, 
and keep it on paying the value into court. But 
if any of the parties were dissatisticod with the 
Receiver’s action, they could make objections 
when bis report was filed in court. 

Under the mortgage the company is entitled 
to the gas-fixtures, counters, the tile on the 
barroom floor, the sten engine, and the 
freicut-elevator, as they are meutioned in the 
mortgages. The work of removal was in prog- 
ress yesterday at the hotel, and the top floor 
was cleared and the hall carpets taken up iu all 
the balis. An unnecessary amount of dirt and 
annoyance was caused by throwing mattresses, 
pillows, etc, from the top ot the hotel down the 
stairways, though it is fair to the Receiver to 
say he stopped it after a time. The new trustee 
by bis zeal has caused a large amount of ill- 
feeling among the partics, so that peither will do, 
a favor to the other. The whole matter 
might — have been settled with half the 
trouble and litigation, but as it is, both parties 
ure exasperated, and the lessee unfortunately 
is the sufferer on all sides. The work of remov- 
ul will probably take at least a week more.

Iu 187%, wuen made my Urst assessment in 
the South Town, | found it negessary to reduce 
Mr. Rice’s vaiuations about ‘$9,000,000 in con- 
formity to the understanding with the other 
Assessors that we should act in barmony and 
assess property at oue-third its value; bence 
that step was necessary in order to equalize the 
assessment and proceed upon the same basis, 
Mr. Chase had access to and examined the val- 
uations made by me in 1579, and assessed the 
property in the North Town on the same basis. 

With what justice can be attack the assess- 
ments of 1879 iu either town which were made 
by bim and by me upon the same basis iu each, 
and were understood everywhere to be just and 
equal? 

Since 1879 I have raised the assessment in the 
South Town 15 per cent, and be bas lowered me 
assessment ia the North Town 2 per cent. In 
1880 l endeavored to have the same concert of 
action between the Asscssors of the three towns 
in Chicago which bad been reached in 1879, and 
Mr. Chase, Mr..Amick, of the West Town, and 
myselt agreed before a committee of the Coun- 
ty Board to act in concert in making the assess- 
ment for that year. L[actedin good faith, and 
raised the assessment of 1879 
south Town, but neither of the other towns was 
increhised in the same ratio. On the contrary, 
the West Town assessment was reduced 51.77, 
540. 

After the assessment of the North Town had 
been made and was passed upon by the Board ot 
heview and had becu shown to the public and 
aunounced in the press, and after my returns 
had been made to the County Clerk, Mr. Chase, 
the Assessor of the North Town. without notice 
to any of the other Assessors, closed his doors 
and arbitrarily reduced the assessment of 1889 
in that town 20 per cent, or $2,832, 700. 

The same morality which can justify such an 
act can recommend that a portion of the as- 
sessment of the North and West ‘Towns shall be 
taken off and laid upon the taxpayers of South 


‘Chicago, who are today, and always have been, 


more heavily taxed than any portion of the peo- 
ple of Illinors. 5 

Mr. Chase roughly estimates the personal 
property of a few of the leading lines of busi- 
ness in the South Town at $250,000,000, From 
the easy way iu which he reaches his conclu- 
sions, it is hard to understand why he contented 
himself with auything less, than a thousand mill- 
ions at least. 

If, instead of expending his time and energics 
in looking up property on the South Side be 
would devote a little more to the investigadon 
of personal property in his own town, it is at 
least probabie that he would nud in the North 
Division of Chicago more than one score of 
firms, corporations, and persons whose personal 
property should be assessed at $5.000 and over. 

In conclusion, I will repeat the'statement con- 
tained in my former communication to the 
County Board, that justice requires that 1) per 
cent of the assessment of Is of the South 
Town should be taken off by your board and dis- 
tributed between the Towns of West and North 
Chicago. Kespectfully submitted.

Yesterday she again visited her late employer 
and esconsced herself on a pile ef clothing in 
the rear part of the store.

when sbe caught sight of the officer, darted off 
toward the lake with the evident intention of 
throwing herself in. She was captured, how- 
ever, and taken to the armory and locked np. 
Her next move was to tear her shaw! up into 
shreds and endeavor to hang herself toa bigh 
iron bar in her cell. The turnkey discovered 
her in time to frustrate her scheme of self-de- 
struction. City-Pbysician Moore was sent for 
and be pronounced the girl insane.

Louisiana People Think They Are 
Worse Off than Betore They Capt- 
ured the Huge Appropriation— Alarm 
and Resolutions of Protest.

New ORLEANS, La., Aug. %3.—Now that the 
first emotions of joy over the passage of the 
River and Harbor bill have subsided. much uu- 
easiness is felt at the program of the Mississip- 
pi River Commission as announced from New 
York. The authoritative Statement that the 
River Commission is to commence operations in 
levee-building at Red River, and not at the 
mouth of the Mississippi River itself, created 
considerable dissatisfaction and alarm in the 
levee district below the announced points of 
departure. Yesterday several mem bers of the 
Levee Boards of the lower levee districts vis- 
ited the State cngineers and presented their 
views on the subject orally Among th

were Gen. J. L. Brent, of Ascension, in the — 
ond Levee District, and H. P. Kernochan, of 
Plaquemines Parish, in the First. The sub- 
stance of their remarks was to the effect that 
the River Commission. by walling in the river 
in the upper purt of the State and cutting off 
allouticts which have fora lou time diverted 
u great portion of the tood-water to the low 
lands and swamps in the interior of tne 
Stato. and thereby mitigated the worst 
effects of the vovertlow in the lower 
river, Will now gather and contine the entire 
volume of the hien water, and, bringing it to 
the mouth of the river, pour it ina deluge over 
the entire soutnern part of the State. They 
take it tor granted that the embankments built 
by the Government will be of unusual Bolidity 
and strength, able to control the river, while the 
districts below will be protected by levees of m- 
ferior streugth and hight, such as the State from 
its poverty is forced to build, and that they will 
not have the solidity to resist the coucentrated 
and acéumulated floods which will be driven 
upon them from above.
